S t o r y of O ld B a ld y , O n a of tha Moat 
F a m o u s H o ra e a In H is to r y . 
The head of one of the most famous 
horses In history hangs mounted on n 
shield In the headquarters of George 
(}. Meade post In Philadelphia. 
It is 
that of Old Baldy, General Meade’s 
mount In the operations of the armies 
of the Potomac and 
Virginia. The 
horse was raised in the w est and was 
brought east by Colonel E, I). Baker 
of Oregon, who was killed at Hall’s 
Bluff on Oct. 21, I RAI. General Meade 
bought him in Washington for $150. 
The horse was wounded in the nose 
by a piece of shell at the battle of Bull 
Run on July 21, 1861, but was not put 
out of service. Ile served at Dranes­ 
ville, Mechanicsville, Gaines Mills and 
Groveton and was wounded again at 
the second battle of Bull Run, on Aug. 
30, 1862, when he was shot through a 
hind leg. 
Two weeks later he was ridden at the 
battle of South Mountain, and on Sept 
17 he was shot through the neck at the 
battle of Antietam and was abandoned, 
apparently dying. 
He was afterward 
found by 
General 
Meade's servant 
browsing on the battlefield. 
He bad 
recovered sufficiently to serve General 
Meade in the October and November 
campaign to Falmouth. In 1863 he was 
at Chancellorsville during the 
first 
three days of May and at Gettysburg 
on July 1,2 and 3. He was shot through 
the ribs on July 2. 
Ile was In three other engagements 
that year. and In 1864 he was In the 
Wilderness campaign at Spotsylvania, 
North Anna Creek, Cold Harbor, Pe 
tersburg and several other places where 
there was hard fighting. 
At the end of the war he was taken 
to General Meade’s country place near 
Philadelphia, where he remained seven 
years. He was led In the great parade 
In Philadelphia on Pee. 16, 1870, In 
honor of General Grant’s return from 
his tour of the world. He was later 
given to John J. Davis of Jenkintown, 


who cored for him until It bec* a, 
necessary to kill him becasse he be 
came too feeble to stand. This wag os 
Dec. IO, 1882. He survived his famoo* 
master about ten years.

Terr* prior to Ita ly ’s entrance in the conflict. 
So far Italy has confined its campaign! 
md has sought only the invasion of Austrian territory and 
flashed only with the troops of Emperor Franca Joseph. 
There are t h o u s a n d s of German soldiers

fee Austrians and there are hundreds of German officers in 
(Large of Austrian troops, but by some fine spun diplomate 
deration and eontruction of international law, peaceful ie 
htioii" have been maintained between Germany and Italy. 
The attacks of Italian armies against the Austrians have 
&pri\<*d Germany of the groat 
assistance, 
which Austria, 
reed from these attacks, would be able to render her ally and 
tiius. almost directly, is Italy arrayed against Germany. 
Th** active participation of Italy in the Balkans oficnsm 
low launched will doubtless bring on a clash between the 
foo]}- of Italv and the troops of the Ka ism. 
In the Balkans, Germany’s armies are engaged under the 
standards of the empire, they are not there as men* soldier in 
fee armies of another nation, but as German army unit-.

Sto ry of Old Baldy, On® of the M oat 
F am ou s Horaea In H iatory. 
The head of one of the most famous 
horses in history hangs mounted on a 
shield In the headquarters of George 
(J. Meade post In Philadelphia. 
It is 
that of Old Baldy, General Meade’s 
mount in the operations of the nrinies 
of the Potomac and 
Virginia. The 
horse was raised in the west and was 
brought enst by Colonel E. D. Baker 
of Oregon, who was killed at Ball’s 
Bluff on Oct. 21, 18(51. General Meade 
bought him in Washington for $150. 
The horse was wounded In the nose 
by a piece of shell at the battle of Bull 
Run on July 21, 1801, but was not put 
out of service. He served at Dranes­ 
ville, Mechanicsville, Gaines Mills and 
G roveton and was wounded ngaln at 
the second battle of Bull Run. on Aug. 
80, 1802, when he was shot through a 
hind leg. 
Two weeks later he was ridden at the 
battle of South Mountain, and on Sept 
17 he was shot through the neck at the 
battle of Antietam and was abandoned, 
apparently dying. 
He was afterward 
found 
by 
General 
Meade’s servant 
browsing on the battlefield. 
He bad 
recovered sufficiently to serve General 
Mea*le In the October and November 
campaign to Falmouth. In 1803 he was 
at Chancellorsvllle 
during the 
first 
three days of May and at Gettysburg 
on July I, 2 and 3. He was shot through 
(he ribs on July 2. 
He was in three other engagements 
that year, and in 1804 he was in the 
Wilderness campaign at Spotsylvania, 
North Annn ( ’reek. Cold Harbor, Pe 
tersburg and several other places where 
there was hard fighting. 
At the end of the war he was taken 
to General Meade's country place near 
Philadelphia, where he remained seven 
years. He was led In the great parade 
in Philadelphia on Dec. IO, 1870, In 
honor of General Grant’s return from 
his tour of the world. 
Ile was later 
given to John J. Davis of Jenkintown.

DEFOE IN THE PILLORY. 


W he n the F am o u s W rite r W a * Both 
Punished and Applauded. 
Tile whipping post had as its compan­ 
ion IOO years or more ago, not in this 
country, but in England, the pillory. 
This punishment was ended by an act 
of the British parliament, dated June 
30, 1837. 
Perhaps the most famous sufferer at 
the pillory was a man who has delight­ 
ed millions of English speaking boys 
and girls and many older persons by 
his hook, “Robinson Crusoe,” which 
was the precursor of Juvenile hooks as 
we now know them, This sufferer was 
I)«niel Defoe, who was not only a 
] writer of entrancing fiction, hut fa­ 
mous as a keen political pamphleteer. 
In 1703. in the reign of Queen Anne, 
there came from his hand “a scandal­ 
ous and seditious pamphlet.” entitled 
“The Shortest Way With tile Dissent­ 
ers.” A reward of £50 was offered by 
the government for tile author, and. 
rather than that his printer and pub­ 
lisher should suffer in his stead. Defoe 
gave himself up and was sentenced to 
be pilloried ti)roe times.
